Claims 1, 2, 5, 6 and 7 

The invention set forth in claims 1, 2, 5, 6 and 7 
does not involve an inventive step in the light of 
documents 1 and 2 cited in the international search 
report . 

Document 1 (paragraphs [0043] to [0050] ; fig. 8 to 
10) sets forth a feature wherein information of an 
information source is divided up into real-time 
information and non-real-time information, information to 
distinguish between the two types of information is 
described in the header portion of each information, and 
control is carried out by storing non-real-time

In addition, the feature set forth in document 1, 
wherein a storage means which temporarily stores 



to display information, is the same feature as that 
described in claim 1, therefore said storage means 
corresponds to the "temporary cache means" set forth in 
the claims of this application. 

In addition, the cache device set forth in document 
1 corresponds to the "permanent cache means" set forth in 
the claims of this application. 

In addition, the means of achieving the processing 
described in fig. 10 using a real-time flag (252) 
described in fig. 9 corresponds to the "cache selection 
means" set forth in the claims of this application. 

As set forth in document 2 (paragraphs [0 027] to 
[0029] ) , the feature wherein cache data whose storage 
period has expired is selected and deleted is known, 
therefore it would be easy for a person skilled in the art 
to employ said feature in the cache device set forth in 
document 1 to constitute said cache device as one which 
"stores data for a predetermined period". 

Claims 3, 4, 8 and 9 

The invention set forth in claims 3, 4, 8 and 9 does 
not involve an inventive step in the light of documents 1, 
2, 3 and 4 cited in the international search report. 

As described in documents 3 and 4, the feature 
wherein an information transmission source carries out 
free space management of the information transmission 
destination, and secures free space by deleting data as 
necessary, is a commonly used means. 

It would be easy for a person skilled in the art to 
employ said commonly used means in the feature set forth 
Form PCT/IPEA/409 (BoxV) (January 1994) 
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
